Cowbridge pulls 
out all the stops for 
High Street judges 


ON Friday, October 
26,Cowbridge entertained 
the Great British High 
Street judges with a two- 
hour extravaganza, in a bid 
to be named Rising Star 
and Best Overall High St in 
the UK. 

The competition is run by the 
Ministry of Housing, who are 
looking for dynamic High Streets 
who show innovation and lead the 
way in tackling online and out-of- 
town store competition. 

The chair of the Chamber of 
Trade, Kate Thomas teamed up 
with a digital start up company, 
NearMeNow, earlier in the year 
and they decided together to enter 
the competition. 

Kate said: “The retailers in 
Cowbridge constantly tell me that 
footfall is falling and that many 
are struggling to make ends meet. 


We looked at ways to improve 
this. 

“For the chamber’s first project 
last year, we worked really hard to 
raise £17,000 to buy the town 
much-needed Christmas lights to 
improve the shopping ambience. 

“This year we decided to look 
for a digital solution for the town. 
I met several companies and was 
most impressed by Vicky and her 
team at NearMeNow. 

“They had support from 
investors and The University of 
Wales and best of all for 
Cowbridge, by offering to be the 
pilot town, it would be free to all 
the traders. 

“The App, aimed specifically at 
helping independent shops, was 
launched and the download 
figures have been impressive. 

“The Cardiff Arcades are now 
taking it on and we hope now it 
will roll out across the UK and 


link independent shops and 
Chamber of Trades across the UK 
to give them a stronger voice and 
allow them to be more 
competitive. 

“I think the judges were very 
impressed by the cutting edge 
technology of augmented reality 
that the app uses, and as the pilot 
town, all developing technology, 
such as the planned live 
interactive shop window feature, 
will be tested first in Cowbridge. 

“The GBHS judges will score 
us mainly on our digital prowess 
but they are also looking at how 
the various organizations in the 
town pull together to help each 
other. I am proud to say the town 
community made a huge effort 
and I am thrilled everybody 
played their part to show what a 
great market town we have here 
nestled in the beautiful Vale.”

O UR trees are 
under attack 
like never 

before. 

An increasing number 
of tree pests and diseases 
is attacking the UK’s 
remaining trees. This 
will have a major impact 
on our local wildlife 
here in Barry and the 
Vale. 

Ash dieback is forcast 
to kill 98 per cent of our 
Ash trees. Ash is one of 
our commonest 
woodland trees and 
supports many native 
species. 

Horse chestnut canker 
and leaf minor will 
weaken and kill the 
majority of our much 
loved conker trees which 
live in many of our 
parks. 

Acute oak decline and 
the Oak processionary 
moth have started to 
attack our magnificent 
Oak trees. 

Sweet Chestnut blight 
is a fungus which infects 
and kills chestnut trees 
which was accidentally 
introduced from Asia. 

Red band needle 
blight attacks conifers 
including our native 
Scots pine. 


We all need to do 
what we can to plant 
more trees in our towns 
and communities. We 
need to plant more street 
trees, more trees in our 
parks and open spaces 
and also more trees in 
our gardens. 

Our trees are a vital 
home for our struggling 
wildlife but they also 
absorb pollution and 
carbon dioxide and also 
help to offset flooding. 

The Woodland Trust 
wants to make sure 
everybody in the UK has 
the chance to plant a 
tree. They are currently 
giving away hundreds of 
thousands of trees to 
schools and community 
groups. 

They even have a 
urban tree pack which 
include trees which are 
easy to manage. Please 
contact the Woodland 
Trust for more 
information. 

Please do what you 
can to help protect and 
plant more trees and 
help us make a greener 
more wildlife friendly 
Barry.

The colour purple shows 
the success of a polio 
eradication project 



CURRY, conversation, 
camaraderie and the colour 
purple created a perfect 
fund-raising event for 
Cowbridge Rotary when it 
hosted an ‘End World 
Polio’ evening at the 
Shampan Indian 

Restaurant in the town. 

Raising more than £320 to 
support Rotary’s international 
campaign, at the social event 
Rotarians, families and friends 
from around the town came 
together to colour the night purple 
in recognition of the amazing 
efforts being made to eradicate the 
disease on a global scale. 

The social evening, which 
including sumptuous dining, a 
quiz, laughter and a raffle, was 
organised by club member Huw 
Davies, with support from the 
president of Cowbridge Rotary, 
Michael Long. 

October 24 marks International 
End World Polio Day, and the 
guests who did not adhere to 
‘purple dress code’ at the social 


evening put their little fingers to 
work as a symbol of support for 
the campaign. 

Dipping their fingers in purple 
dye, the Rotary members were 
keen to reflect the routine used by 
medical teams to identify children 
who have had their vaccination, 
while the vaccine clinics are 
operating in areas where polio 
remains a high risk. 

Last year Rotary International, 
of which the Cowbridge Club is a 
member, contributed over £500 
million to the global effort to 
stamp out polio around the world. 

The Rotary organisation has a 
number of key objectives, one of 
which is humanitarian aid, where 
the eradication of Polio is a top 
priority. 

In 1985 polio was endemic in 
125 countries throughout the 
world, with around 350,000 new 
cases being reported every year. 
Since Rotary has been involved in 
supporting the global polio 
eradication programme, over 2.5 
billion children have received the 
oral vaccination, resulting a 99.99 


per cent decrease in the incidence 
of the disease. 

Polio now only remains 
endemic in three countries: 
Afghanistan, Pakistan and 
Nigeria. President Michael Long 
said they were delighted with the 
success of the evening. 

“It is as much about raising 
awareness as raising funds, but we 
are delighted to have also been 
able to collect over £320 for such 
a tremendous initiative. 

“We are this close to a polio 
free world. That sounds just 
extraordinary, and we are so 
grateful to all the people who have 
supported us in Rotary over the 
years in raising the much-needed 
funds to make it happen,” he 
added. 

Every pound raised by Rotary 
for the End World Polio 
campaign, is matched 2:1 by the 
Bill and Melinda Gates 
Eoundation, making the Rotary 
ambition for a polio free world a 
very achievable one.

Add David Morgan 
to the list, and it may 
become clear that these 
are all iconic 
department stores in 
Cardiff that have ceased 
trading. 

Cowbridge USA 
History Group was 
regaled recently by 
member Gwerfyl 
Gardner on the story 
behind several of the 
large department stores 
in Wales and some in 
Fondon with Welsh 
connections. 

James Howell from 
Fishguard started work 
in a local draper’s shop 
before moving to 
Fondon, where he was 
employed by Frederick 
Gorrings Ftd of 
Buckingham Palace 
Road. He returned to 
Wales and opened a 
shop selling furniture 
and clothing on The 
Hayes in Cardiff, before 
transferring into St 
Mary Street. 

The business thrived 
and, over the years, 
acquired neighbouring 
premises, including 
Bethany Chapel, which 
accounts for the store’s 
range of architectural 
styles. 

Other buildings in 
Cardiff linked with 
James Howell are the 
Park Hotel and the 
Mansion House, the 
latter being his family 
home. 

Howell’s store was 
sold to House of Fraser 
in 1972 and now faces 
an uncertain future 
following the financial 
difficulties of that 
business. 

A long-term rival of 
Howell’s was the nearby 
David Morgan 
department store, which 
closed in 2005. The 
founder, David Morgan, 
a farmer’s son from 
Brecon, was another 
Welshman who went to 
Fondon to learn his 
trade.

principality he opened 
draper’s shops in 
Pontlottyn and 
Abertillery, before 
starting what became 
the iconic business in 
Cardiff in 1879. The 
store became a six- 
storey building, with 
arcades. 

Michael Aspel 
worked in David 
Morgan’s soft 
furnishing department 
for a few years, before 
becoming a newsreader 
for the BBC in Cardiff. 
The first 

departmental emporium 
in Wales was the Ben 
Evans store in Swansea, 
known as the ‘Harrods 
of Wales’ because of its 
quality merchandise and 
high standards. 


Few will remember 
it, as the building was 
reduced to rubble when 
hit by incendiary bombs 
in February 1941. Re¬ 
opening in another 
location, the business 
was never able to 
recapture the high status 
it had once held and 
closed around 1959. 

Peter Rees Jones 
from Carmarthenshire 
was one more 
Welshman who, from 
humble origins, 
established a large 
department store. He 
served an apprenticeship 
with a draper in 
Cardigan before 
travelling to Fondon 
where he opened a 
small shop. In 1877, 
the business moved to 
Kings Road, where it 
flourished and 
expanded. 

After the death of 
Peter Jones in 1905, the 
enterprise was 
purchased by John 
Fewis, the Oxford 
Street store, but retained 
the trading name of 
‘Peter Jones’. 

Mrs Gardner 
concluded her illustrated 
presentation with a short 
account of the life of 
female shop workers. 

By1900, approximately 
250,000 women were 
employed in the trade 
and up to 60 per cent 
would ‘live in’, often 
under very restrictive 
rules and regulations.

WW2 archivist is 
impressed with Alf’s 
‘astonishing’ memory

A FORMER World 
War 2 ‘Desert Rat’ 
who is still sound 
of mind and body 
is a rare find 
nowadays, but one 
who answers that 
description is 97- 
year-old Llantwit 
Major resident Alf 
Jackson. 

Happy to talk at 
length about his 
wartime exploits, Alf 
always finds a ready 
audience when he starts 
to reminisce. 

Each summer since 
he turned 90, he has 
attended an annual 
memorial event held by 
the Desert Rats 
Association in Norfolk. 

In 2017, his visit 
resulted in an invitation 
to join the military top 
brass at a regimental 
dinner at the REME 
barracks in Andover, 
where as guest of 
honour he dined seated 
between a General and a 
Lieutenant-Colonel. 

This year’s Norfolk 
visit resulted in an 
encounter with a 
professional video 
photographer, Richard 
Pinches whose father, 
like Alf, had served in 


North Africa under 
Eield Marshal 
Montgomery in 1942- 
1943. 

Using his 

professional skills in his 
spare time, Richard has 
set out to record 
interviews with 
surviving Desert Rats, 
and it took little to 
persuade Alf that he 
could be part of that 
record. 

In October, the sitting 
room at Alf’s bungalow 
finally became a 
recording studio, with a 
lighting rig and dual 
cameras brought from 
Richard’s professional 
studio in Oxfordshire. 

The interview, which 
lasted all day with a 
short break for lunch, 
captured about 40 
stories covering 
everything from what 
happened to new 
recruits the day they 
first reported for duty, 
to how the troops 
learned to combat 
scorpions and sand 
storms - as well as 
German troops. 

Alf recorded the tale 
of how he ended up at 
the top of Halfaya Pass 
in Egypt, at Rommel’s 
deserted camp, where 
he found an intricate

enamel presentation 
plaque with a sinister 
message. 

Emblazoned with a 
swastika, a map of the 
Mediterranean shows all 
the German-occupied 
countries coloured in 
pink. Great Britain, too, 
is shown in pink, and a 
massive gunboat has its 
gun turret aimed straight 
at London. 

(There were boxes of 
these plaques, all 
wrapped in tissue paper 
and clearly waiting to 
be issued to the troops 


at a future point). 

Richard was 
impressed with Alf’s 
natural aptitude in 
talking to camera and 
expects to use the 
recording in a number 
of ways, including on 
YouTube. 

He said: “Alf’s 
memory is astonishing. 
I now have a lasting 
record of one man’s 
experiences over four 
years of service as an 
army driver in a war 
zone. These men really 
were a breed apart!”

VALE councillors were told at a recent 
briefing that there has been a huge 
response to the ‘draft car parking 
strategy’. 

There have been over 2,000 survey responses and 
10,000 comments from the public and local traders. 
Cabinet member Cllr Geoff Cox told The GEM the 
council is now in the process of assessing the 
responses.

impact assessment of their plans, and are unclear of 
their aims. What problem are they trying to solve? 
Are they trying to reduce parking problems, or just 
trying to raise money for the council?” 

Cllr Millie Collins, who represents Plaid in the 
Castleland ward, said she was worried about plans to 
charge car owners for permits. “Because of the 
parking pressure in Barry town centre, where 
residents don’t have drives to park their cars, many 
streets have traditional parking permit areas. 

“Charging some residents in Barry to park their 
cars outside their own homes just because of where 
they live is highly unfair - especially as both 
Castleland and Buttrills Wards were Communities 
Lirst areas.” 

In Llantwit Major, councillors and traders claimed 
recently that charging would be the ‘thin end of the 
wedge’ because charges would only go up. 

Cllr Cox, who is cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services and transport, said council 
officers were aware of local economic factors. 

He said: “Cllrs Johnson and Collins have raised 
no new issues here, because similar points and 
concerns have been noted through the 
comprehensive consultation process and are being 
considered prior to the final parking strategy being 
determined. 

“The council’s traffic officers were already very 
aware of the economic viability arguments 
associated with parking controls. Research 
documents assessing the impact of car parking on 
town centres and town centre footfall have 
concluded that improved parking management can 
enhance public spaces, making towns more 
attractive to visitors, thereby improving their 
economic viability.” 

He said a balance needs to be struck between 
parking for shoppers and parking for town centre 
workers. Cllr Cox added: “In terms of the comments 
on residential parking permits, most councils already 
charge to produce these as there are administration 
costs associated with the permitting schemes. 

“It should be noted, however, that the charges 
proposed within the consultant’s report for a single 
car represent a charge of 19p per week, with a 
suggestion of a 77p per week charge for two cars. 

“Applications for residential parking permits are 
also optional and in the majority of streets where 
these zones exist there are also areas nearby with no 
permit restrictions.” TC

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Could Vale clubs take 
over sports facilities? 


THE Vale Council has held 
meetings with some sports clubs 
in the area to see whether they 
can take on the responsibility of 
looking after the facilities and 
pitches they use. 

The council says in the tough financial 
climate transferring responsibilities, 
where appropriate, is part of its strategy 
in dealing with hard-pressed budgets. 

Llantwit Major councillor Gwyn John, 
who has been involved in Welsh football 
for many years, told The GEM: “It could 
mean clubs having to do tasks such as 
cutting, spiking, chain harrowing and 
marking pitches. 

“Clubs are being told in meetings they 
will have to look after pitches. The 
attitude is ‘take over the pitches’ or we 
will charge you. Figures haven’t been 
quoted yet, but clubs have already been 
approached.” 

He thinks it could also mean having to 
look after the areas of land surrounding 
the pitches such as hedges and fences. 

Cllr John said he was concerned that it 
could deter sport with some clubs 
closing. He said it was counter¬ 
productive at a time when the Welsh 
Government is preaching healthy 
lifestyles. 

He has written to the Local 
Government Minister, Alun Davies, 
urging him to get involved by ring 
fencing funding in the ‘Revenue Support 
Grant’ so it has to go to the maintenance 
of sports grounds. 

He has also written to Vaughan 
Gething, the Health and Social Services 
Minister, and Vale AM Jane Hutt

appealing for their support. 

Cllr John, who has alerted the Football 
Association of Wales to the plans, added: 
“It this policy takes off in councils across 
Wales, where will the young players 
come from to represent Wales in future? 

“Over the years, Llantwit Major has 
seen a number of its young players play 
for Football League clubs. The latest one 
is Wesley Bums who played for Bristol 
City and is currently at Fleetwood Town 
and scored for them last Saturday.” 

A council report in the summer 
recommended “that the council works 
towards recovering the actual cost of 
maintaining sports grounds and pitches at 
sites where the facilities are used almost 
exclusively by one club or organisation 
rather than retaining a charging structure 
where individual fees are applied at each 
location”. 

Rhys Williams, who sits on the Vale 
Football Committee and is a director of 
the South Wales FA and chairman of 
Cowbridge Town Football Club, told The 
GEM: “Maybe clubs in a fortunate 
position (financially) might make it work 
and even do a better job on the pitches. 
But I don’t think you will find that across 
the board.” 

He said a concern was that increased 
costs for clubs would mean parents 
having to fork out more and he wanted 


the game to be accessible to youngsters 
of all backgrounds. He said Cowbridge 
Town had not yet been approached. 

Dave Knevett, the Vale Council 
operational manager for neighbourhood 
services, healthy living and transport, 
said a dialogue had started between the 
council and clubs. 

“A series of meetings to explain the 
proposed changes have been held with 
sports clubs likely to be affected, with 
each club now having an opportunity to 
meet individually with the council. 

“It is important to remember that year 
on year the council is facing tougher 
challenges in delivering a wide range of 
services in the face of increasing 
pressures and reducing budgets. 

“That being the case, this council, like 
many others in Wales, is unable to 
continue to provide the level of subsidy 
to outdoor sports provision that it has in 
the past. 

“Exploring different ways of working, 
including the transfer of responsibilities 
in appropriate circumstances to 
community groups, is a key element of 
the council’s strategy moving forward as 
it addresses difficult budget priorities.” 

He added: “Following the successful 
transfer of responsibilities for five 
libraries to community-based 
organisations, and looking at a number of 
successful sports clubs across the Vale 
who operate without any subsidy from 
the council, it is hoped that the majority 
of clubs currently using council facilities 
will be able to continue to provide 
opportunities for all to participate in 
sports activities.”

Llancarfan school 
row continues 


Campaigners trying to save a 
rural primary school from 
what they describe as a 
‘closure’ will have another 
chance to object to the plans. 

A 28-day consultation on plans to 
move Llancarfan Primary School to a 
new £4 million, 210-place new 
building in Rhoose begins on Monday, 
November 5. 

The cabinet of the Vale Council 
voted this month to go ahead with the 
proposal - despite the majority of 
people who responded to two 
consultations objecting to the plans. 

A request to ‘call-in’ the cabinet’s 
decision to the Learning and Culture 
Scrutiny Committee has been rejected 
because it would be 
“unconstitutional”. 

It means the council can proceed to 
a statutory notice period - where staff, 
governors, parents and the community 
will be able to comment formally on 
the plans. 

Clh* Matthew Lloyd had tried to call 
the decision in on the grounds that the 
cabinet had failed to consider the 
committee’s recommendations in an 
earlier hearing to further engage with 
the community. 

But Cllr Lis Burnett, chair of the 
committee, said the cabinet failing to 
take on board the committee’s 
recommendations is not a valid reason 
for a call-in. 

She said: “We asked the cabinet to 
do something. They reviewed our 
request and decided against it. I’m 
really disappointed that cabinet did not 
take the opportunity for further 
engagement with the community but as 
the minutes show they did consider our 
request, therefore the call-in is not 
valid.” 

The Llancarfan school issue will 
probably be discussed again by the 
scrutiny committee before cabinet 
makes a final decision, Clh* Burnett 
said. 

A spokesman for the Action 


Committee to Save Llancarfan School 
said: “We said that we hoped the 
cabinet would respect and follow the 
recommendation of the cross-party 
scrutiny committee - to work with the 
community to explore alternatives to 
closure. Disappointingly, it chose not 
to. 

“And we said all along that any 
decision cabinet made going forward 
should be informed by the presumption 
against closure of rural schools — 
including Llancarfan—which comes 
into effect as part of the Welsh 
Government’s new School Code on 
November 1. Again, our plea fell on 
deaf ears. 

“We will continue to fight the 
closure decision, which we believe was 
wrong-headed and based on a farcical 
and error-strewn consultation.” 

The campaigners are also looking 
into launching a judicial review to 
legally overturn the cabinet’s decision. 

If the council goes ahead with 
Llancarfan Primary School move, it 
would need to have a business case and 
funding approved by Welsh 
Government. 

The council says Llancarfan 
Primary needs to move as hundreds of 
new homes are being built in the 
Rhoose area, and the current building 
is not fit for purpose. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
call-in has been reviewed by the chair 
of the Scrutiny Committee Learning 
and Culture, who has refused the 
request on the basis that the decision 
whether to agree scrutiny 
recommendations is a decision solely 
for the cabinet.” 

The council added cabinet minutes 
“clearly show that the scrutiny 
recommendation was considered as 
part of cabinet’s decision making 
process”. 

“To accept the call-in request would 
therefore be contrary to the council’s 
constitution,” the spokeswoman said.

the UK 
Government 
Budget that was 
announced on 
Monday there is 
preparation for the 
impact this will 
have on our lives 
and on the financial 
settlement for 
Wales.

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Speech therapy 
helps Simon 
regain his voice 
after operation

HIS voice was his 
life and his passion 
- but after surgery 
to remove a 
devastating tumour, 
public speaker 
Simon Green was 
left with a stammer. 

Surgeons could not 
remove the tumour in its 
entirety but the 42-year- 
old from Bridgend is still 
making great progress 
with his speech. He 
spoke to more than 1,000 
people at the National 
Diversity Awards, raising 
awareness of stuttering 
and helping others by 
sharing his story. 

Simon believes he will 
make further progress 
with the support of the 
Adult Speech and 
Language Therapy team 
at Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend. 

When he was 11 years 
old, Simon was told he 
had neurofibromatosis, 
which caused bowel 
problems and damage to 
his sciatic nerves and 
bones, resulting in the 
permanent use of a 
wheelchair. 

But it wasn’t until 
early this year, when he 
felt particularly unwell, 
that the brain tumour was 
detected. He said: “I was 
vomiting most mornings 
and I stupidly put it down 
to other health problems. 

“Once or twice a year, 
I go to London to the 
neurofibromatosis clinic 
in Guys Hospital. I told 
them I was also getting 
pain in my back so they 
organised an MRI on my 
back and spine. I had the 
scan and sadly it was 
confirmed I had a brain 
tumour. 

“Further tests showed 
it was fortunately only a 
grade one mass and 
hadn’t spread from other 
areas of the body.” He 
was told the tumour was 
inoperable, but after two 
months, when the 
symptoms got worse, 
surgeons decided to 
operate - although they 
could not remove the 
entire tumour. 

He said: “They 

informed me I may be 
paralysed or incontinent 
after. Thankfully neither 
of these happened but 
while they got more out 
than expected, they did 
not get it all and some is 
left in the brain.” 

He then noticed a 


difference with his 
speech. He explained: 
“While in hospital, I 
noticed I couldn’t speak 
properly. 

“Some words I just 
could not get out, 
especially when I needed 
to ask staff for 
something. The 

stuttering and 

stammering were a pain. 
I am used to chairing 
meetings with 40-odd 
people in my role as chair 
of Bridgend Coalition of 
Disabled people, 

normally with no issue. 

“I also work to raise 
awareness about hate 
crimes and speak to large 
rooms of people and this 
was proving difficult. I 
even found ordering a 
taxi or a cup of coffee 
hard.” 

The adult speech and 
language therapy team 
offers a service for 
patients with an acquired 
dysfluency following a 
severe incident, such as 
brain injury or stroke. 
He began seeing 

therapist Gina Rooke at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in July this year. 

Gina said: “When I 
first met Simon he was 
able to communicate 
well; however, his 
stammer affected the 
fluency of his everyday 
speech. 

“As he speaks to large 
groups of people in his 
various roles, he found 
the stammer very 
frustrating, but it did not 
impact on his confidence 
or drive to improve it. 

“Therapy has targeted 


identifying strategies that 
Simon can use during 
public speaking to 
improve the fluency of 
his speech. This has 
included planning and 
practising set phrases and 
reducing the rate of his 
speech. 

“I see Simon every 
few weeks, which will 
make up a block of 
therapy of six sessions. 
At the start of the block, 
Simon was assessed and 
we discussed goals that 
he wanted to work 
towards. Simon has 
made good progress in 
therapy.” 

With these new 
strategies to help him, 
Simon was in good 
spirits and recently 
travelled to Liverpool for 
the National Diversity 
Awards. He gave a 
speech to more than 
1,000 people. 

He said: “Normally 
this wouldn’t bother me, 
but I was extremely 
nervous. I did okay 
though, as I took my time 
and was slower. 

“I got through it and I 
need to thank Gina for 
this. I am also due to 
make a speech to 
Assembly Members in 
the Senedd and feel more 
confident about this. 

“My voice is my life. 
Although frustrating, I 
am pleased this is all I 
have to deal with and I 
trust it will improve 
more. I just hope I hear 
good news from the 
hospital soon about the 
rest of my tumour.” 


High Court date for 
pension campaigners 


THE WASPI campaign 
(Women Against State Pension 
Inequality) was founded in 
2015. 

Kay Clarke, a member of south east 
Wales WASPI and founder member of 
1950s WOW (Women Of Wales), said: 
“The group responsible for bringing 
about the judicial review is ‘Back to 
60’ headed by Joanne Welch after 
funding was found via crowdfunding. 

“Michael Mansfield and his team 


will argue the merits of the case for a 
judicial review. The Department for 
Work and Pensions will oppose any 
judicial review. The judge will then 
decide whether it can go ahead. 

“The granting of a two-hour hearing 
is significant in the sense that the court 
has decided that the merits of both 
sides of the argument must be 
examined thoroughly.”

Local firefighters are at the 
heart of world-beating team 

A TEAM of South 


Wales firefighters 
have again proved 
themselves World 
Champions, 
winning the World 
Rescue 
Organisation 
Challenge for the 
third year in 
succession. 

Current world 
champions and national 
champions South Wales 
Fire and Rescue Service, 
Bridgend Extrication 
Team, made the trip to 
Capetown, South Africa 
last week (October 
22-26) to compete in the 
annual event, taking on 
30 of the best teams 
from 17 countries across 
the globe. 

The team were 
challenged to tackle a 
number of difficult 
scenarios across three 
disciplines; a Rapid 
event - 10 minute 
scenario with one 
casualty; a Standard 
event - 20 minute 
scenario with one 
casualty, and a 30 
minute Complex 
scenario with two 
casualties. 

It was an opportunity 
for the team to display 
the skills they use in 
their everyday job 
keeping the people of 
south Wales safe. 

This was the sixth 
time the team have taken 
the world title and 
follows months of 
intense training and 
preparation. 

Their superb win 
comes just weeks after 
the team retained their 
national title as winners 
of the United Kingdom 
Rescue Organisation 
Challenge, a title they 
have won five times, this 
year battled out on home 
soil at Cardiff Bay. 

They have now 
created history with the 
team winning back to 
back championships of 
Wales, UK and World 
competitions in three 
consecutive years. 

The team members - 


SM Andrew Morgan, 

SM Roger Magan, CM 
Les Evans, WM Allyn 
Hosey, CM Huw Hughes 
and FF Matthew 
Greenman - scored 
highly in all elements of 
the challenge with team 
captain SM Andrew 
Morgan again being 
awarded the accolade of 
Best Incident 
Commander with SM 
Roger Magan and CM 
Les Evans being placed 
second in Medical 
Rescue category. 

Team leader Andrew 
Morgan, said: “It is an 
absolute honour to 
compete alongside so 
many great teams from 
across the world, and we 
are thrilled to be able to 
bring the World title 
back home again to 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service.

THE roads to Barry 
Island will be busy 
on the evening of 
Saturday, 
November 3 for the 
firework display.

last decade or more 
(with Sacha Baron 
Cohen at one point 
growing the famous 
moustache), but now, 
with Rami Malek 
playing Mercury, 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
hits the big screen. 

It tells the story of 
how Mercury, Brian 
May (Gwilym Lee), 
Roger Taylor (Ben 
Hardy) and John 
Deacon (Joseph 
Mazello) went from 
being a small band to 
the mighty Queen, 
chronicling the period 
up until their famous 
performance at Live Aid 
in 1985 and digging 
beneath the surface to 
see how they got there... 

Given its protracted 
creative process, 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
was hit with one final 
gut punch when original 
director Bryan Singer 
was removed from the 
film with two weeks left 
of filming. With Dexter 
Fletcher handling the 
remaining filming, there 
was a sense that all was 
not well within the 
camp of Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

It’s a controversy that 


has little to no effect on 
the finished film, a 
piece of work that plays 
like the greatest hits of 
Queen, reluctant to dig 
too deeply into the more 
troubled times; 
however, it’s a film that 
is thoroughly 
captivating and 
shamelessly crowd¬ 
pleasing. 

The shoes of Freddie 
Mercury were not likely 
to be filled easily, but 
Rami Malek is 
absolutely sensational 
as the imperious singer. 

Much like all biopics, 
the central performance 
needs to evoke the 
person concerned 
without resorting to 
cheap imitation and 
Malek is pitch-perfect, 
nailing the larger-than- 
life charisma and 
mannerisms of the 
public Freddie, but also 
showing a vulnerability 
and tenderness that was 
never truly visible on 
stage. 

It’s a performance 
that is transformative, 
one that allows you to 
suspend disbelief and 
draw you into the story 
being told. If the rise of 
the band is one that 


feels a little rushed 
(they go from playing a 
students’ union to being 
the Queen we all know 
in about five minutes), 
once we get into the 
fame game the film 
becomes all that more 
thrilling. 

While it doesn’t get 
its hands as dirty as it 
could (the presence of 
Brian May and Roger 
Taylor as executive 
producers possibly 
hampering that), it does 
touch upon some of the 
darker moments of the 
band’s life, although 
these are seemingly 
always undercut with 
one band member 
offering a cheesy “Hey, 
I’ve got a song idea...” 
that invariably heals all 
wounds. 

Around Malek, the 
performances are solid, 
though understandably 
feel less essential to the 
story. The three 
members of Queen all 
essay their roles well 
(the Brian May hair is 
spot on) and have a 
little more to do than 
merely stand in 
Freddie’s shadow, the 
family ethos of the band 
extending to the 


chemistry between them 
all. 

Lucy Boynton as 
Freddie’s lifelong love 
Mary feels a little 
undercooked, often 
being used as narrative 
chess piece to 
manoeuvre his story 
around, but her 
performance is likeable 
enough as a woman 
whose heart is broken 
but stays in the singer’s 
orbit, seemingly for his 
benefit more than hers. 

Given that he helmed 
all bar two weeks of the 
film, any joins between 
Bryan Singer and 
Dexter Fletcher are 
barely visible, and 
while the film (in the 
early part at least) is 
hamstrung visually by 
some slightly iffy CGI 
backgrounds. Singer 
eventually finds his 
rhythm to deliver a film 
that is only sparingly 
showy, but, come the 
Live Aid concert that 
the film is framed 
around, delivers an 
astounding replication 
of that epic concert 
which also highlights 
just how close Malek et 
al have come to their 
real life counterparts. 


With a soundtrack 
that was always going 
to deliver, this is a film 
that is designed to 
please and tell the story, 
in the main, of one of 
the greatest frontmen in 
the history of music. To 
that end it more than 
delivers, and while 
Bohemian Rhapsody 
may not delve too 
deeply into the 
backwaters of Queen, it 
still manages to hit the 
high notes. 

VERDICT: It plays 
like a ‘best of ’ Queen, 
skimming over the 
deeper cuts for the hits 
- but Bohemian 
Rhapsody knows 
exactly how to play 
those hits to perfection. 
A crowd-pleasing look 
at one of the enduring 
bands of all time. Rami 
Malek is sensational as 
Freddie Mercury and 
the other performances 
pass muster as well. 
Recommended.

Key services to 
transfer from 
Rookwood to 
Llandough Hospital 


PATIENTS have 
given a mixed 
reaction to plans to 
transfer key 
services out of a 
“deteriorating” 
hospital in Cardiff 
to a hospital in the 
Vale. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Hospital 
Board is proposing to 
transfer day hospital 
services, including 
elderly care 
assessments, from 
Rookwood Hospital to 
the Day Hospital at 
Llandough before 
winter. 

The proposals were 
put forward by NHS 
chiefs due to concerns 
over patient and staff 
safety, and issues with 
providing hot water and 
heating. 

A health board report 
has said the building is 
deteriorating and the 
site is not fit for 
purpose, Cardiff and 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Community Health 
Council’s executive 
committee heard on 
October 25. 

More than a dozen 
patients responding to a 
survey about the 
changes said they were 
against moving the 


services to Llandough 
from Rookwood which 
one described as “the 
jewel in the crown of 
NHS service.” 

Another said they 
would prefer 
Rookwood: “Being an 
inpatient at Llandough, 
journeys were a 
nightmare. Parking at 
other hospitals was 
terrible”. 

Other patients 
responding to the survey 
in October said they 
were open to 
Rookwood’s services 
moving, but said St 
David’s Hospital in 
Canton would be a 
better location. 

Some patients have 
supported the move. 

One said: “Have been to 
Llandough; quite 
accessible, I have been 
by bus. Location isn’t 
important, it’s about the 
service and the staff, not 
where.” 

A total of 52 patients 
responded to the survey 
on October 24. 

Richard Evans, 
clinical board director 
of the health board, 
said: “Whenever you 
make a service change it 
is always challenging. 
There is a huge amount 
of staff and patient 
loyalty to the

“It has become 
apparent that the fabric 
of the building is not of 
the level where there’s a 
reasonable expectation 
of continually patching 
it up. It has become 
apparent that we have 
got quite a lot of 
capacity at Llandough.” 

He added the key 
point was providing that 
service in a sustainable 
location that maintains 
that good service. 

The executive 
committee urged the 
health board to engage 
further with patients 
about the proposal 
before the CHC gives 
its support. 

Stephen Allen, chief 
officer of the CHC, said 
the health council is 
aware of the condition 
of Rookwood Hospital. 

The health board has 
also put forward plans 
to transfer 19 inpatient 
beds for elderly people, 
for elderly patients 
awaiting a care home 
placement, from Ward 
C7 North at University 
Hospital Wales to the 
Landsdowne Ward at St 
David’s Hospital. 

It is proposed to 
move the beds in 
January where there is a 
“calmer, less clinical 
environment of care” 
and that has more 
facilities, such as a day 
room and a quiet room,” 
stated the health board 
report. 

The CHC committee 
said they supported the 
principle idea behind 
the plans, but again 
urged the health board 
to consult fully with 
patients and staff.

Ramblers go walking 
the Ridgeway at 
Margam Country Park 


A GROUP of 15 walkers joined 
leader Su G of Penarth and 
District Ramblers for a 
journey around the hillsides 
above Margam Country Park. 

Margam was owned for many 
centuries by the Mansel family, then 
following marriage the Mansel Talbot 
family, but is now under the ownership 
of Neath Port Talbot Council and was 
opened to the public in 1977. 

Beginning their climb on a 
bridleway through woods they 
emerged into fields for the gradual 
ascent into the vast Margam Forest 
before passing the large bi-lingual 
memorial stone to Billy Vaughan the 
Forestry Commissioner 1894-1959. 

Under blue skies and bright 
sunshine they trekked across Mynydd 
Margam to reach the Bodvoc Stone, 
which commemorates the son of 
Cattegem and dates to the 6th century. 

Joining the Ogwr Ridgeway Walk 
and exiting from the forest onto open 
land, misty views began to open up to 
Port Talbot, Swansea Bay and the 
Gower coast. 

After visiting a high viewing 
platform known as The Pulpit which 
contains the Bro Stone celebrating 
‘community’ a descent on farming land 
led them towards and around Mynydd 
y Castell, an ancient Iron Age hillfort 
and back towards the lake and their 
waiting cars after what had been a very 
enjoyable day. 

The following day Robin and 
spaniel Pepper led their group of four 
walkers up three peaks in the Black 
Mountains, enjoying blue skies and 
bright warm sunshine until mid¬ 
afternoon. 

Starting from Llangorse Multi 
Activity Centre to the east of 
Llangorse Lake they headed through 
fields from where a zig-zag climb led 
them up onto Mynydd Llangorse for 
morning coffee break and spectacular 


Descending via Cockit Hill to the 
mountain road, their second steep 
climb led them up Mynydd Troed in 
warm sunshine to a blackened area that 
during the hot summer was ravaged by 
fire, but is already sporting new green 
shoots. 

After enjoying the stunning views of 
the Black Mountains, Brecon Beacons 
and across the Usk Valley they stopped 
for lunch using rocks for seating. 
Another descent brought them through 
fields in Cwm Sorgwm and arriving at 
a farm gate the climb up to the 436- 
metre summit of Pen Tir lay ahead of 
them. 

A steep climb was made more 
difficult underfoot by dying bracken 
on the narrow path and at the top a sigh 
of relief as they continued, with the 
assurance that it was all downhill by 
woodland and fields back to their start 
after what had been a brilliant day.

GP triage 
service to 
be piloted 
in the Vale 


THE Vale Council 
has helped secure 
funds for the 
Cardiff and Vale 
Region from a £100 
million Wales-wide 
Transformation 
Grant for a series of 
health and social 
care initiatives. 

Welsh Government 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Health Vaughan Gething 
attended Redlands 
Surgery in Penarth last 
week to launch the 
Transformation Fund for 
Health and Social Care. 

The surgery is 
anticipated to be the pilot 
location for one of the 
projects, a GP Triage 
system offering patients 
access to a range of 
wellbeing services 
including pharmacy, 
physiotherapy, 
occupational therapy, 
social services and 
housing advice. 

It is hoped that this 
can improve patient 
outcomes by creating a 
single point of access for 
health and social care 
enquiries and divert 
people away from GP 
appointments or home 
visits unless medically 
necessary. 

Patients also benefit 
from a joined-up 
approach from healthcare 
professionals, which they 
can easily transfer 
between. 

The single point of 


access will be a central 
hub for enquiries and 
involving a booking 
system, which will likely 
be hosted at the contact 
centre based within the 
Vale Council. 

Run in partnership 
with the University 
Health Board, it is not 
thought any other local 
authority is working with 
independent contractors 
to manage demand and 
public expectations in 
this manner. 

In addition to the GP 
triage system, other 
schemes that will benefit 
from funding include an 
initiative to free up 
hospital bed space by 
having patients assessed 
at home and another 
which will see GPs refer 
patients to services in 
their community rather 
than turning to medical 
solutions. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp, 
Vale Council cabinet 
Member for social care, 
health and leisure said: 
“I’m thrilled that funding 
has been secured for a 
wide range of 
worthwhile projects in 
the area of health and 
social care provision. 

“Having a variety of 
services under one roof 
will ensure patients 
receive the most effective 
treatment and also ease 
the burden on GPs, 
allowing them to focus 
on the areas they are 
needed most.”

St Donat’s will no 
longer host major 
storytelling festival 


THE Beyond the Border 
International Storytelling 
Festival (BTB) has released a 
statement about the future of 
the festival and its location. 

The festival, which celebrated its 
25th anniversary last year at St Donat’s 
Castle in the Vale was “...deeply 
saddened to announce that the festival 
will no longer take place at the venue 
and they are cancelling next year’s 
event in June 2019”. 

The BTB team released a statement 
on its website that said: ‘We are 
extremely disappointed and sad to 
announce that due to circumstances 
beyond our control. Beyond the Border 
Festival 2019 will no longer take place 
at St Donats. 

“Atlantic College is no longer able 
to host the festival that was planned for 
June 2019. We are actively looking for 
a new venue for the future. 

‘While we feel sadness and 
frustration, as St Donats has been 
BTB’s home for 25 years, we also feel 
excited about the opportunities and 
positive changes a new venue will 
bring. 

BTB said that the festival has grown 
year on year attracting over 2,500 
festival goers each year, and in 2018 
more watched the streaming across the 
world online. 

However, according to its Report of 
the Trustees and Financial Statements 
for the Year Ended 31 March 2017 on 
the Charity Commission website, it 


posted a defecit of some £107,000 after 
the 2016 event. 

Trustees claimed that several major 
factors contributed to it not meeting its 
financial goals for the festival. 

It ''...noticed an immediate and 
dramatic drop in ticket sales after the 
surprise Brexit Referendum result on 
23rd June and a similarly lower than 
expected sale of tickets on the gate 
over the festival weekend. 

"We feel the Brexit referendum 
result affected people’s desire to spend 
during what was an extremely 
uncertain period with the festival being 
held just eight days later.” 

Also detailed in the statement was 
that costs were "...higher than 
budgeted with some unavoidable 
increases in certain areas”. 

"For example, after a review with 
local Police we were strongly advised 
to heighten security staff presence at 
the festival throughout the weekend 
and given the wider narrative around 
security concerns for public events it 
was advice we felt we could not 
ignore.” 

In 2018, BTB appointed a new 
artistic director, Naomi Wilds, and 
company manager, Amy Morgan. 

In a statement, Ms Wilds said: “We 
are already visiting interesting sites 
and are having some exciting 
conversations regarding future events 
and festivals with potential hosts.” 

Atlantic College was approached for 
a comment, but none was received by 
the given deadline.
